In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Identification of prior art discussed: OSTBERG et al. Mr. Bargmeyer argued that OSTBERG et al did 
not add increased amounts of all<ali metal hydroxide and carbon dioxide. Exdaminer did not think ythat the claims 
defined over OSTBERG et al as "desired level" is a relative term and OSTBERG et al adds alakli to a pH of 9-9.5, and 
then increased amounts of carbon dioxide, due to the alakli, to reach the desired pH8. The claims do not distinguish 
over the sequential addition of OSTBERG et al. Applicant has not shown the pH or amounts of carbon dioxide and 
hydroxide to differ over that of the art. The final pH of OSTBERG et al is the same as the final pH of Applicant.. 
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
